London, April 7.—(6:45 a. m.)—Passports have been placed at 
the disposal of the American embassy in Vienna, according to a dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph company from the Hague quoting 
telegrams received there from the Austrian capital. The dispatches 
say that Bulgaria and Turkey have also decided to break off relations 
with the United States and that Holland will probably look after 
Austrian interests in Washington and American interests in Vienna. 


HOSTILE SHIPS 
GIVE FIRST WAR 
THRILL TO EAST 


Washington, April 7.—^Reports of German commerce raiders off 
Atlantic ports were flashed along the seaboard today and all shipping 
practically was tied up while naval patrols went out to establish the 
identity of mysterious ships reported near the lanes. 


It was the first breath of war at the doors of America and it sent 
a thrill through the country. 


The first report came from Nantucket light ship which saw a 
strange ship passing west at 7:20 o'clock this morning and promptly 
reported it to the Boston navy yard and the navy department. De- 
stroyer flotillas are at sea in the vicinity and presumably they heard 
the wireless warning which swept the coast line and set out to locate 
the mj'sterioiis craft. Meanwhile shipping was warned not to venture 
out. 


Soon afterward was report of a raider off the Virginia Capes from 
Hampton Roads, where shipping also was held in port while armed 
craft went to sea to investigate. 


Navy officials expect many reports of raiders while the seacoast is 
at high tension and many such probably will turn out to be unoffend-

The exterior and the furnishings of 
the German ships appear to be in ex- 
cellent condition. 
The aA^terland, the 
queen of the fleet, had her brass rail- 
ings painted to protect them f r o m the 
weathej-, and the splendid furniture in 
the saloons had been carefully wrap- 
ped. 
It is reported unofTicially that 
the Vaterland had received less dam- 
age than any of the vessels seized by 
the government here and that the ma- 
chinery and engines are virtually ready 
for use.

Internment of the Cormoran at Guam has been the cause of con- 
tinual coniljct and disagreeable incidents between the American naval 
officers in charge of the island and the German crew. 


On several occasions former German Am^^assador Bernstorff ap- 
pealed to the state department on behalf of the Cormoran's officers 
and crew to have the vessel transferred to San Francisco. Each time 
the navy department refused. 


The Cormoran was chased into Guaon by Japanese warships soon 
after the declaration of war between Japan and Germany. The ship 
had exhausted her fuel supply raiding commerce and was compelled 
to bum her woodwork structure to make steam under which she 
reached that port. 


Navy Department's Statement, 


The navy department issued this statement : 
"Tlie German auxiliary cruiser Cormoran was blown up in the 
harbor of Apra, island of Guam, today by her crew, sinking hnmedi- 
ately. One warrant officer and one enlisted men are dead, one war- 
rant officer and four enlisted men are missing, twenty officers, twelve 
warrant officers and 321 enlisted 
men have been made prisoners. 


''On October 28, 1914, the 35- 
foot cutter, 
called 
the 
Ocean 
Comber, entered the harbor of 
Apra, island of Guam, in charge of 
Lieutenant von Elpons of the im- 
perial German navy. The boat and 
party of tiiree officers and four na- 
tives of New Guinea had been at 
sea for a long time, having left S.

Women enrolling with the woman suffrage party for service to Uncle Sam 
in case of war. 


(By Frederick M. Kerby.) 


New York, April 7.—Every woman in 
New York who can run a typewriter, 
wind a bandage, use a sewing machine, 
cook, dig in a garden, run errands, drive 
a motor, do office work, tend to tele- 
phone, or perform any one of a thou- 
sand and one services that will be re- 
quired in the army and navy auxiliary 
services in war, has been invited by t'le 
woman suffrage party of New York to 
enroll herself for service in rase of need. 


Every -woman w^ho has a motor cnr 
she -wants to donate (for even a few 
hours a day or week); every w^oraan 
with a town or country house, a vacant 
lot, or some farm land, or who possesses 
a typewriter, sewing machine, tools, fur- 
niture, or other articles that may be 
used in the auxiliary army and navy 
service, can register these articles 
donation. 


The five headquarters of the woninn 
suffrage party in the five New York 
boroughs, with all sub-headquarters in 
each precinct and district, have been 
thrown open for enrollment, and hun- 
dreds of women appeared the first da. 


frage, and -we arc not using suffrage 
money to carry on the campaign. la- 
terested women have donated the funds 
necessary to carry on enrollment work, 
and additional workers and office space 
have been engaged for the purpose. 


"We do not want to duplicate the work 
of other organizations, and as fast as 
enrollments are made, we turn over the 
information collccted to organizations 
directly concerned. 
Those applying to 
do nursing work, for instance, we turn 
over to tlio Red Cross." 


Although the work was planned only 
two weeks ago, and aiinouncement came 
March 22, the progress has been remark- 
able. 
The principal value of the work, 
it was explained, is to have on file »ili 
data abotit women available for various 
kinds of work, and resources available, 
for i which can bo instantly mobilized in caso 
ot need. The aim is a classified record 
of women who can serve, showing tii-? 
hours they can serve, how they can be 
reached in emergency, what training they 
have had, and other such details. 


Many women who 
could not reach 
headquarters wrote letters asking to be 


to sign the enrollment cards, and offer • put down for various kinds of work iu 
services and resources to Uncle Sam. 


"We are enrolling suffragists and non- 
suffragists," said Sirs. F. Lewis Shale, 
chairman of the enrollment committee, 
at the main headquarters of the party, 
48 East 
Thirty-fourth street, 
today. 
"The work has nothing to do with suf- 


case of need. 


A typical letter was received from 
Mrs. Mary de Lano Fletcher, a graduate 
physician of twenty-five years' practice, 
who wrote to say that she would be 
willing to cook or sew, as well as per- 
form medical service if called upon.

Milton M. Thompson, 76, 
Dies at the Home of 
His Niece. 


j 
Milton M. Thompson, aged 76 years, 
i former postmaster of New Haven, re- 
i corder of Allen county and a veteran 
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been in failing health for some time 
and recently suffered a stroke of pa- 
ralysi.s, Avhich hastened the end. 


Mr. Thompson was born in Ohio, 
December 28, 1840, and remained on 
his father's farm until 1852, when the 
family moved to Allen county. Be- 
fore he had reached liis majority he 
enli.sted in Company F of the Twelfth 
Indiana regiment on April 12, 1861, 
and at the end of a year's service he 
re-enlisted in tlie Eighty-eighth In- 
diana. 


He served until the end of the war 
and while fighting as a gallant soldier 
at the battle of Bentonville, N. C., 
when tlie rebellion had almost come to 
a close, he lost a leg, crippling him for 
life. 
He was mustered out of the ser- 
vice October 17, 1865, at which time 
he was holding the rank of sergeant. 


On hi.s' return home after the close 
of the war he engaged in the hard- 
ware business at New Haven and was 
appointed postmaster of that city in 
February, 
18 68. He held this office 
for nine years. 
He returned to farm- 
ing and continued In it until 1888. He 
was elected recorder of Allen county 
in 1 886 and two years later moved to 
Fort Wayne, residing here ever since. 


For the past fourteen years the de- 
ceased had .served as adjutant of the 
Union Veteran Legion No. 51, of Fort 
Wayne.

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War's Big Sinews in the Soil 


Without boasting of it—for wealth is but a vulgar boast—it is to 
be said of truth that the United States of Amcrica is the richest nation 
the world has ever known. The country is rolling in wealth, burst- 
ing with its material possessions. All this is at the command of the 
government in war. Under the war power given him by the consti- 
tution there is not much that the president may not do. What is not 
in the powers delegated to him congress possesses. Railways may be 
seized, industry commandeorccl, men conscripted and wealth taxed to 
virtual confiscation. But there is one thing as essential to war as 
either man-poAver or a strong box. That is food, and neither congress 
nor the president—not even both of them together—can make the 
American husbandman produce greater food crops. 


The human race today is facing the serious situation of a world- 
wide shortage of food. The whole globe round there were poor har- 
vests of almost every sort last year. The stocks of foodstuffs, accord- 
ing to experts who make a business of knowing, arc well-nigh exhaust- 
ed, and no doubt woidd be speedily, if distribution were not interfered 
with and in some instances prevented by conditions arising from the 
war. The cry from all over the world to the farmers all over the world 
is to produce more this year. It is felt that the Avorld Avill have to 
make the best of a half-filled belly if there should be experienced the 
not impossible contingency of a second year of subnormal crops. 


The United States is now at war. How long it will last and to 
Avhat stress the country will be brought no one can say. But in any 
event the nation can have no better hostage for victory than an abun- 
dance of food. The government can procure all the funds it may need, 
all the men it may require and all the ordnance and munitions it may 
be forced to obtain by exercise of its war powers. These are mere prob- 
lems of authority and efficiency. It cannot make more food grow un- 
less the great agricultural industry of the country choose to heed the 
government's urgencies. And those urgencies now find voice—ear- 
nest and far-reaching voice. The farmers are begged this year to 
strain themselves to the production of the greatest harvests ever j 
known in this land of plenty. No farmer should ignore that call of 
his government. The raising of abundant and more than abundant! 
crops this year is a paramount measure of defense with the nation at 
war. 


Every family that has a plot of soil large enough to produce 
sometlimg that can be eaten will be rendering patriotic service to the 
motion by making that soil produce. That will help the government 
. and will aidLto keep from the shoulders of the people one of the worst 
burdiens of war—scarcity of food and prices that a great bulk of the 
people will be*acutely distressed to meet. . Millions who may jiot be 
able to render a more direct service to the government in this war can 
render an almost priceless service in this way. 


There is no trouble in store for citizens of Germany or aliens of 
My other foreign country now sojourning in the United States so 
long as they properly conduct themselves and respect this country's 
positioa as a belligerent. There are here a considerable number of 
Qermans who are known to have been concerned in plots and other 
»buses of hospitality. These are being taken care of. The policy of 
fcfec government will be to molest no foreigner whose conduct is good

T h e 
family, 
consisting of

and fopr children, slept upstairs, and 
on being aroused in spme -«way, Mr. 
Doctor started d o w n t h e stairway, fol- 
lowed by t h e children. 
On opening 
the stair door into t h e room below, It 
is thought, h e w a s overcome by t h e 
s m o k e a n d intense heat and fell, t h e 
children hearing h i s fall, and realiz- 
ing they could not escape by going 
down stairs, ran back, and throwing 
a mattress and s o m e bed clothing on 
to the ground f r o m t h e upstairs w i n - 
dow, they then j u m p e d and escaped. 
The house w a s by this time enveloped 
in flames. T h e neighbors were aroused 
but were unable to do m u c h until the 
flames subsided. 
T h e n efforts were at 
once m a d e to recover the body of Mr. 
Doctor, and after quite an effort, mid 
the heat and smoke. It w a s reached 
and 
pulled 
f r o m 
the y e t 
burning 
debris, badly i^utilated. Both legs were 
burned off, one below and the other 
above u i e knee, and the rest of the 
body so badly burned as to be hardly 
recognizable as those of a h u m a n be- 
ing.

undertaking 
rooms here, where it w a s prepared for 
burial. 
Mr. Doctor w a s a m o n g our 
prosperous 
farmers, 
and 
resided 
about 
three miles southwest of this 
place, and this horrible calamity h a s 
created a great deal of excitement and 
sorrow for t h e family of ^children, w h o 
have lost 
their 
only 
parent, their 
mother having died several years ago, 
as well as a son, when an epidemic of 
typhoid 
fever 
ravaged 
t h e family.

Wayne's first bank was estab- 
lish'^d in IS.S."» a« a branch of the author- 
i.?;pd state batd<. 
.Allen Hamilton wa.s 
elccted president of the institution and 
Hugh McCuiloch, father of Charles Mc- 
Culloch. v.ns umde cashier and manager 
Hugh McCulloch was termed the "dean 
of Fori 
U'ayne ban!s>-rs." 
He was in 
charge of the state banks for a time 
and tlicn ii)i])ointcd comptroller of cur- 
rency under Abraham Jjincoln. 
He was 
secretary of the I'nited States treasury 
under Lincoln, lohnson and Arthur. 


Charles McCulloch, the son, has been 
connected with the Hamilton bank for 
fifty years.

In 1898 the Hamilton National bank 
moved to its new building at the north- 
west corner of Main and Calhoun streets.

It has not yet been decided what use 
will be made of the stone bank building 
owned by the bank and which is located 
on one of the best business sites in the 
city. 
Effort is being made to secure the 
building for installing a drug store. 


Bom in War Time. 


The First National bank was organized 
in 1863, in the darkest hour of the civil 
war. 
It was 
created primarily 
to 
answer the call of the government for 
institutions to take care of the govern- 
ment war bonds, which were rapidly do- 
preciating in value. 


The Fort Wayne bank was the first in 
Indiana to 
subscribe for 
the federal 
bonds and is claimed by men versed in 
banking history to have been the sixth 
in the United States to make applica- 
tion for a charter. 
It obtained charter 
tiumber 11, which number it has been 
allowed 
to retain 
through periods of 
reinstatement. 


Articles of association of the First Na- 
tional bank are dated May 25, 1863. 
During the remaining 
months of

trying rebellion the Fort Wayne bank 
clistributed many thousands of dollars 
worth of war bonds for the government, 
when aid of that 
nature was 
sorely 
needed. 


In every period of national stress since 
ts organization the First National bank !

financing the war were discussed to- 
day by Secretary McAdoo with mem- 
bers of the house ways and 
means 
committee and with Chairman 
Sim- 
mons, of the senate 
finance 
commit- 
tee. 


The 53,400,000,000 already asked for 
the army and nav5' is expected to suf- 
fice, in addition 
to the regular 
ap- 
propriation bills until .lune :}0, 1918. 
The step considered most 
important 
now is the extension of an immense 
credit to the entente allies—probably 
at lea.st $2.000,000,000—as an indica- 
tion that the nation is going into the 
war to the limit, with the resource.s 
most readily available. 


Bonds under such a plan would be 
issued to take over bond.s of the al- 
lies, making them in effect security 
for those 
obligations. 
Most of 
the 
money d'erived from .such bonds, it is 
exjjected would be spent in the United 
States. 


Details of that sort of a bond issue 
have not been worked out but It Is 
expected legislation to provide for it 
will be presented to congress soon. 


On the que.stion of taxation, 
con- 
gress leaders feel that the burden of 
the war should be about equally divid- 
ed between taxation and bond issues. 
It was said today there would be no 
attempt to drain the wealth of the 
country by enormous increases in the 
income and corporation taxes and a

The sport has 
become a recognized means of intercol- 
legiate competition and that means that 
it is on the high road to more complete 
recogniton. 


It.s only natural that this should be th® 
case. 
Trap shooing has long been one of 
my favorite sport.«;, and naturally I can 
speak with authority 
on 
the subject. 
Every college not only has its tr.np shoot- 
ing team now, but has dozen.«? of young 
men who follow the sport in odd hours at 
the local gun clubs. 
In addition to ths 
trap shooting is now bccomln? the recog- 
nized imstime for college graduates and 
athletes whose active days on the grid- 
iron, diamond or tracli are over. 


Trap shooting has proved a boon to the 
college man. 
There's a peculiar reason 
for this, one that has not generally been 
noted. 
More than half of the students 
coming into the colleges In the big cities 
nowadays come from small towns and the 
farming sections. Invarjably these young 
men have passed through their boyhood 
days with guns constantly in their hands. 


In the past when they have left their 
homes for a four-jear period in college 
they have been forced to lay aside their 
guns. The only time they are home in the 
four years is the .summer months when 
there is no hunting. 


Now trap shootmg has changed all thl». 
The college boy now takes his gun to col- 
lege, secure in the knowledge that the col- 
lege will have a gun club, where he can 
get recreation and do something for his 
college, or he can compete at lca.st once 
every week at one of the gun clubs located 
in and about the city where his college is 
situated. 


Naturally the prevalence and rapid in- 
crease of trap shooting in the colleges has 
raised the physical and mental standard 
of the students, for they have improved 
general 
condition, 
have 
developed 
clearer minds, quicker eyes and 
more 
sound nerves than they ever had befor«. 
In fact, I'm sure the strongest kind of a 
booster for trap shooting in the college

The general manager of the Novo En- 
gine company, who kept very careful 
shop figures, found that the cost of mak- 
ing gas engines in the Novo shops was 
reduced 70 cents per horsepower for no 
other reason than "dryness," which in- 
creased the energy and efficiency of his 
m.n.

Did booze ever get you a better job? 
Did booze ever contribute anything to 
the happiness of your family? 


"American railroads," says the Rail- 
road Gazette, "have become one of the 


wage increases to their employes, we 
are inclined to suspect that there is more 
of a partnership in profits between capi- 
tal and labor than s^me of our socialist 
friends would admit. 


There is another reason, quite as pow- 
erful—workmen's compensation. 
The so- 
cial and economic movement that has 
caused many large industrial states to 
pass laws making employers 
financially 
responsible for 
injuries to 
employes 
didn't start as temperance reform. 
By 
necessity, however, it has developed into 
a powerful assault on rum. 


The modern factory is a complex ma- 
chinery organization that calls for speed 
and physical and mental alertness. 
The 
alcoholized machine operator whose hand 
moves in the wrong direction may lose 
it—and under the workmen's compensa- 
tion act. the eirjployer must pay for it. 
The wise employer today knows that al- 
cohol decreases a man's power of percep- 
tion and dulls proper co-ordination of 
mind and muscle; and if he doesn't know 
it. German manTifacturers can 
supply 
him with a mass of statistics showing 
the part that alcohol plays in shop ac- 
cidents. 


And so along with all sort? of new me- 
chanical safety deviccs to prevent the 
maiming of factory workers has come 
prohibition, jaeached by the employer— 
not as a moral issue, but because he has 
to pay the bills.

noise and bustle of streets in a large ' 
city.

Stutterers are re- 
cruited largely from the ranks of the 
lispers. 
Children Imitate the slovenly 
and 
disagreeable 
language of 
their 
elders. 


The lisping child is unable to pro- 
nounce 
certain letters or 
combina- 
tions of 
letters. 
It omits, 
changes 
and slurs over sounds. 
Lisping;^may 
range all the way from a slight slur- 
ring 
to complicated 
omissions 
M d 
substitutions which may even be mis- 
taken for an entirly new tongue. 


Among the causes of lisping, in ad- 
dition to the wrong speech model of 
parents, are weakness or faulty de- 
velopment of the speech organs and 
abnormal teeth, 'lips, tongue, jaw or 
palate. 
Some 
cases are 
apparently 
due to carelessness or haste in re- 
producing speech sounds. 


Lisping is not to be considered ab- 
normal 
unless it noticeably 
persista 
beyond the age of five or six years. 
Usually the tendency 
to 
slur 
over 
words disappears rapidly in the upper 
grades of school. 
Fully 
one-fourth 
of the children entering school suffer 
fi-om this speech defect. 


Many educators argue that the flrst 
months 
of school should be 
given 
over to exercises in oral language in- 
tended 
to 
form 
correct 
habits 
of 
speech. 
They claim that the anxious 
haste of the primary teacher Is un- 
justified and maintain 
that if 
one- 
half of the time used for phonic drills 
were 
devoted 
to 
voice 
cultivation 
many cases of stuttering would 
be 
prevented.

Army in France, April 6.—(Via Lon- 
don, April 7.)—The news of the ac- 
tion of the United States senate In,vot- 
ing for war with Germany reached the 
far-flung westerp battle line today and 
was hailed with cneers. 


Nowhere 
was 
the 
gratlflcation 
greater than along the section of the 
front held by the Canadians, where 
many 
thousands of Americana are 
serving. 


Many Canadian and British com- 
panies 
were 
busy 
today 
preparing 
signs to hold up over the trenches tell- 
ing the Germans the tidings 
from 
Washington. 


liOttlJig the Germans Know. 


This is the favorite plan of the Tom- 
mies to convey all sorts of bad news 
to their enemies across No Man's land. 
German prisoners taken today had not 
heard of President Wilson's address 
and knew only in a vague way of the 
breaking of diplomatic relations in 
February. 


Some of the trench ¿fgns which were 
prepared included a brief translation 
into- German of the president's state- 
ment that Amei'ica was entering th® 
lists against the German government 
and not against the German people. 
Others included the latest slogan: "No 
peace with the Hohenzollerns," while 
still others read: 
"Get rid of your 
kaiser." 


The British army as a whole has re- 
garded America as practically in the 
war ever since the severance of rela- 
tions, the news of which was greeted 
as the best news which had reached 
the trenches for many months. It was 
said then that active participation was 
only a matter of time. 


The president's address was read In 
the front trenches In its entirety. The 
gist of the speech had been sent out by 
wlreleess and also by telegi-aph and 
telephone, but the soldiers generally 
preferred to wait for congressional ac- 
tion 
before spreading the news to 
"Fritz." 


Eager for American News. 


On their way back from the front 
trenches today the troops, who had 
been relieved, eagerly bought two days 
old London papers from the French 
news bureaus In order to read the 
American news and the text of the 
president's 
speech. 
In the 
little 
French villages behind the lines there 
was great excitement among the older 
civilians and the poilus on leave. One 
old gray-haired Frenchman, waving a 
bit of writing paper, said he was send- 
ing the good news to his son in the 
trenches so as to be sure that he would 
not miss it. 


The weight of America thrown into 
the scales just at this juncture in what 
Is regarded as the critical year of the 
struggle has sent a renewed thi-ill of 
confidence all along the front. One 
could sense it everywhere today. Vis- 
iting 
Canadians and the Canadian 
trenches, the correspondent was greet- 
ed everywhere with outbursts of con- 
gratulations. 


One young captain, whose mother is 
American, said: 
"I feel like hugging 
everybody 
in 
sight. 
Everywhere I 
have been today 1 wanted to call out 
the soldiers and ask them if they had 
heard the good news. We Canadians 
now feel that our American family has 
been reunited. 
This will mean won- 
ders for the future relationship of 
Canada and America. 
We feel more 
like brothex's than ever before." 


Want America in Frcmt Soon. 


There was much speculation along 
the front as to the manner of Ameri- 
can participation and almoiit univer- 
sal wish that the United States should 
be represented on the fighting line at 
the earliest possible moment if only by 
a brigade or division. 
Mingled with 
the 
universal 
desire 
that the war 
should soon be ended was the gener- 
ally expressed hope that it would last 
long enough to give the Americans a 
chance at the Germans. 


Apart from the military view the 
soldiers keenly appreciated the moral 
weight of America's decision. 
"We 
know how delighted we are and can- 
not help feeling that the news will 
equally depress the Germans," was the 
expression, not of one British officer 
but of scoies. 
Some of the British 
officers reiterated the view expressed 
to the correspondent when diplomatic 
relations were severed, that American 
participation might first consist of the 
sending of special detachments, such 
as aviators, machine gun sections and 
batteries of artillery. 


Und^i; Their Own Flag. 


While the. Canadians are loath to 
lose the service of any of the thousands 
of Americans 
in their ranks it was 
stated at headquarters\ today that it 
was realized that with an American 
force In the field, many of these splen- 
did soldiers would desire to be released 
so as to serve under their own flag. 
Their long training 
and 
experience 
under most desperate battle conditions 
would prove an invaluable aid, it was 
conceded, to an American expedition- 
ary corps. 


Many of these men might also be 
available for return to America to 
help in training. 
It/ Is also expected 
that America will ask that 
a large 
number of its officers be attached to 
the British army for observation and 
experience under the actual conditions 
of European warfare. 


Toasts were drunk to America at 
many dugouts tonight. 
The British 
look f o r w ^ d eagerjy to the partici- 
pation of America thus helping to 
completely outlaw German militarism. 
It can be truthfully said that the khaki 
clad army faces the foe tonight with 
renewed determination to bring about 
a quick and decisive result.

THE SECRET OF RAISING GEESE S U C C E S S F U L L Y 


The Toulouse and the Embden Are the Most Popular Breeds of Geese in This Country, But the Chinese and African Breeds Follow Closely in Popularity— 
All Economic Breeds of Geeese Are Kept Primarily for the Production of Flesh and Feathers, Although Their Eggs Are Occasionally Used for Cul- 
inary Purposes. 
$ 
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The Industry is at present on the 
basis of small flocks raised on gen- 
eral farms, few, if any. farms being 
devoted entirely to goose raising. 
In 
some producing sections, however, thè 
•fattening of geese is conducted as a 
special business. 
For this 
business 
the geese are collected from general 
farms, usually over a large area, and 
are fattened for several weeks before 
being killed. 


Geese can be raised in small num- 
bers successfully and at a profit on 
farms where there is low rough pas- 
ture land with a natural supply of 
water. 
Pasturage, is essential to their 
success. 
Geese are generally 
quite 
free from disease and all insect pests. 


should be kept clean and plenty of 
clean straw provided for tbe floor. 


Selecting and Maiins. 


Geese, like ctbi-sr kinds of poultry, 
should be selected for size, proTiflcacy, 
and vitality. 
Iliey should be mated 
several months prior to the breeding 
season 
to 
obtain 
the 
best 
results; 
therefore breeding stock should be 
bought In the fall. 
Goose matings 
are not changed from year to year 
unless the results are unsatisfactory. 
A gander may be mated with from one 
to four geese, but pair or trio matings 
usually give the best results. 
The 
wild gander usually mates with only 
one goose. 
When mated, geese are 


it resembles cottonseed oil, but is of 
a more pronounced drying character. 
With the rapid growth of the soy- 
bean industry many new trade uses 
>>r the oil have been found, and on 
count of its lower cost it has be- 
Tie 
an 
important 
competitor 
of 
»ler vegetable oils. 
One of the principal u.ses of the oil 
n Asiatic countries, chiefly China, is 
for food, it being consumed largely in 
the crude state by the poorer classes, 
but among the rich it ijs boiled and 
allowed to stand until clarified. 
The 
oil is also utilized in the Orient in the 
manufacture 
of 
foodstuffs, 
paints, 
waterproof goods, soap, varnish, and 
printing ink, and for lubricating and 
lighting. 


Soy-bean oil was at first used in 
Europe and America in its crude state 
principally in the manufacture of soft 
.'oaps. 
It is now claimed that some 
.'^oap manufacturers have a secret pro- 
cess by which the oil can be utilijied 
in the manufacture of the best grades 
nf hard 
soap. 
To 
some extent it is 
' i^ing refined and placed on the Eu- 
ropean markets as an edible table oil. 
The refined oil is also used in the 
manufacture of butter substitutes, and 
in 
the 
Mediterranean 
countries 
to 


25 geese may be kept on an acre of 
land, and under most conditions 10 is 
a fair average. 


Incabation. 


Geese are fed a ration to produce 
eggs during the latter part of the 
winter or so that the goslings will be 


but occasionally are affected by the aHowed to run In 
flocks. 
to 


disease common 
to poultry. 
Grass 
makes up the bulk of the feed for 
g^eese, and- it is doubtful whether it 
pays to raise them unless good grass 
range is available. 
A body of water 
where they can swim is considered 
essential during the breeding season 
and is a good feature during the rest 
of the year. 
The market for geese is 
not so general as for chickens. 
This 
should be considered in undertaking 
the raising of geese. 
The demand and 
the price paid for geese are usua,lly 
good in sections where goose fattening 
is conducted on a large scale. 
Many 
geese are kept in the South for the 
production of feathers rather than for 
their flesh, but the demand for their 
feathers is not so good as it has been, 
making the business less profitable. 
Wherever 
possible, 
the geese on a 
farm should have free range. 
Many 
farmers in the South keep them to 
kill the woeds in the 
cotton 
fields. 


Houses. 


E.icept in winter or during stormy 
weather, when .-=;ome protection should 
be i)rovided, mature gee^e do not usu- 
ally need a hou.so. Some kind of shel- 
ter, such as a shed open on the south 
side, a poultry house, or a barn is 
usually provided by breeders in the 
North and i.« used by many in the 
South. 
Coops, barrete, or some other 
dr>- .«shelter should he provided 
for 
young 
goslings. 
The 
goose 
houses 


blend for salad oil. 
In the scarch by 
manufacturers for new oils to replace 
linseed oil for paint purpo.^es partly 
or wholly, soy-bean oil was found the 
most suitable.

grass pasture. 
They are allowed to 
make nests on the floor of the house, 
or large boxes, barrels, or shelters are 
provided for that purpose. 
The eggs 
should be collected daily and kept in 
a cool place where the contents will 
not evaporate too freely^ if kept for 


cessfally in the manufacture of cer- 
tain types of paint. 
Other trade uses 
of this oil are the manufacture of 
linoleur.i and of a rubber .-substitute, 
for which a factory has been estab- 
lished in Germany. 


under hens, while tbe last ones which 
the goose lays may be hatched either 
under hens or under the goose if she 
goe-s broody. 
If tbe eggs are not re- 
moved from the nest in which 
the 
goose is laying she will usually stop 


laying sooner than If they are taken 
away. 
Some breeders prefer to raise 
all the goslings under hens, as geese 
sometimes become diflicult to manage 
when allowed to hatch and rear their 
young. 
Hens used for hatching goose 


eggs 
must be dusted with insect pow- 
der and have good attention, as, in the 
case of geese, the period of incubation 
is longer than in that of fowls. 
Good 
eggs may be hatched in incubators 
and the goslings successfully raised in 
brooders', although this is not a com- 
mon practice. 


The period of incubation of goose 
eggs varies from 28 to 30 days. 
Moist- 
ure should be added to the eggs after 
the first week if set under hens or in 
incubators; this is osually done by 
sprinkling the eggs or the nest with 
warm water. 
Pour to stx eggs are set 
under a hen and 10 to 13 under a 
goose. 
They may be tested about the 
tenth day, and those which are in- 
fertile or contain dead germs should 
be removed: 
They hatch slowly, es- 
pecially tmder hens, and the goslings 
are 
usually 
removed 
as 
soon 
as 
hatched and kept in a warm place 
until the process is ovwr, when they 
are pnt bade under the hen or goose. 
Some breeders who hatch with both 
geese • and hens give all the goslings 
to the geese. 
Hens with goslings may 
be confined to the coop and the gos- 
lings allowed, to range. 
The latter, 
especially If the weather Is cold, are 
not usually allowed to go into water 
until they are several days old. 
In 
mild weather the hens are iCllowed to 
brood the goslings for from 7 to 10 
days, when the latter arc able to take 
care of themselves. 
Good-sized grow- 
ing coops, with board floors, should be 
provided for the goslingrs. and they 
must be protected from their enemies, 
and given some attention when on 
range. 


Feeding the Geese and Goslings. 


Geese are generally raised where 
they have a good grass range or pas- 
ture, as they are good grazers, and, 
except 
during 
the 
winter 
months, 
usually pick up most of their living. 
The pasture 
may 
bo 
supplemented 
with light feeds of the common or 
home-grown grains or wet mash dally, 
the necessity and quantity of this feed 
depending on the pasture. 
Goslings 
do not need feed until they are 24 to 
36 hours old, when they should be 
fed any of the mashes recommended 
for chickens or ducklings. 


Preparation for Market. 


Before marketing the young geese 
the average farmer can feed advan- 
tageously 
a fattening 
ration 
either 
while the geese are on grass r a n ^ or 


confined to small yards, but It is 
doubtful whether it would pay him 
to confine them to individual or small 
pens and make a specialty of fatten- 
ing unless he has a special market or 
retail trade for well-fattened stock. 


Geese are usually killed and picked 
in the same manner aa other kinds of 
poultry. 
Some markets prefer dry- 
picked geese, while in other markets 
no difference is ma^e in the price of 
scalded or dry-picked geese. 
When 
feathers are to be saved, fowls should 
not be scalded but should be picked 
dry before or after steaming. 
On 
most farms where geese are raised the 
feathers are plucked from the live 
fowls at some time prior to moulting. 
About 1 1/10 pounds per goose is the 
average yield of feathers. 
Feathers 
are worth from 30' cents to J 1.00 a 
pound and the picking cost per goose 
is about 11 cents. 


Breeds. 


Six breeds of geese have been ad- 
mitted to the American Standard of 
Perfection, namely Tonlonse, Embden, 
Chinese, African, Wild or Canadian, 
and Egyptian. 
In addition to the 


Toulouse Geese. 


standard breeds there is the so-called 
Mongrel goose, which is a hybrid made 
by crossing: one of these varieties, or 
the common goose, with wild geese. 
Crosses of the varieties of geese, es- 
pecially of the Toulouse and Embden, 
are occasionally 
made, 
but 
without 
any apparent 
gain- 
The 
Toulouse, 
Embden, 
Chinese, 
and 
African 
are 
easily the 
most 
popular 
breeds of 
geese in this country, the 
first 
two 
greatly leading the other breeds. 
All 
economic breeds of geese arc kept pri- 
marily for the production of fie^h and 
feathers; and although their eggs are 
occasionally used for culinarj* purpo.ses 
on the farm, there is no demand for 
them for food purposes in the mar- 
kets. 


The Toulouse, the largest of 
the 


layer, producing from 20 to 35 eggs a 
year, is docile, grows rapidly, 
and 
makes a good market bird. 
However, 
Its dark pinfeathers make it a slightly 
less attractive market goose than the 
Embden. 
These geese are very mas- 
sive in proportions with short legs. 
The bill and feet are dark 
orange 
color; head, neck and back of dark 
gray; breast light gray, but descend- 
ing lighter till beyond the legs and 
tail they are a pure white. 
This com- 
bination of colors presents a very at- 
tractive appearance. 
They live to a 
good old age and are easy keepers.' 


The Embden, a large white goose» 
ksllghtly smaller and with somewhat 
longer legs than the Toulouse, is only 
.a fair layer and is usually less pro- 
lific than the Toulouse. 
This breed 
has 
white 
pinfeathersjf Is a 
rapid 
grower, 
and 
matures 
early. 
They 
make good mothers and are not given 
to roaming. 


The African, a gray goose with a 
distinct brown shade, about the size of 
the Embden, isa good layer and makes 
a good market goose, although it has 
the objectionable dark pinfeathers. 
It 
is a rapid grower and matures early. 


There are two standard varieties of 
Chinese geese, the Brown and 
the 
White. 
Both varieties mature early 
and are said to be prolific la.vers and 
rapid growers, but shy and 
rather 
difiScult to handle. 


The White Chinese, although not so 
common as the larger varieties, are 
among the best. 
The small size ap- 
peals 
to 
housewives 
with 
medium 
sized families, to whom a large goose 
would be not only a great expense but 
something of a problem as well. 
A 
Chinese goose when fattened for mar- 
ket will usually weigh about 
fifteen 
pounds, although they can be made 
to weigh twice as much. 
The feathers 
should be carefully washed and dried. 
The breeding birds can 
be 
pickail 
three or four times during thf> year. 
White feathers will bring half again 
as much as colored or mixed ones. 


The wild goose is bred to some ex- 
tent in captivity, and' the young are 
sold to hunters to use as decoys. 
The 
wild gander 
is used to cross 
with 
either the common or the pure-bred 
goose, producing the so-called Mon- 
grel goose. 
This Mongrel goo.^e is 
highly prized as a market goose, but 
is sterile and can not be bred. 


The 
Egyptian 
goose 
is 
a 
small 
brightly colored goose kept for orna- 
mental purpose.«; and rarely seen in 
this country. 
It resembles the wild 
goose in shape and weighs 2 pounds 
less in each class.—H. ?•!. Lamon and

Safety rnd speed with safety as the 
major point, is to be remembered in 
hitching a team, says a bulletin of the 
Washington State college.

A very good practice is a partial 
hitching of the team as the horses are 
led from the bam.

done, the horses are check' 1, tbe in- 
; J reins are then snapped to the

dies, thus coupling the horses. The 
• .tside rein of the off horse is then 
: j.upped and his rein undone. 
Then 
tl.is line is carefully thrown across the

Next the

is 
trapped and his line unfastened. 
In 
I oapling the horses be sure to put the 
coupling rein of the "freest" horse 
above that of the other, and if one 
horse is higher headed, place his coup- 
ling rein above that of the other. This 
is done because there is no need of 
punishing the quiet horse, if the other 
is fiery or high headed. 
When the 
horses are coupled, they may have to 
be driven to the wagon. 
Put them in 
position for hitching by driving across 
the tongue from the side and rear. 
First fasten the neckyoke, slip

then fasten the traces. 
The inside

CLEIAN SEED RLIKES BETTER 
POTATOES. 


The first step in preparing 
for 
a 
potato crop is to obtain good seed 
of standard market varieties. 
Prices 
for well known varieties are 
better 
than for the unknown ones, and it is 
easier to secure good seed when stan- 
dard varieties are planted. 
If home 
grown seed is used, it should be select- 
ed when the crop is harvested so as to 
make sure not only of having the most 
desirable tubers but also those from 
the 
best 
hills. 
Always 
reject 
any 
diseased potatoes when selecting seed 
for they will not only produce a poor 
crop 
but 
will infect the soil 
with 
disease and endanger the whole crop. 


As a further precaution seed pota- 
toes should 
be treated 
with 
either 
Iformaldehyde or corrosive sublimate 
fo 
destroy 
any 
disease 
organisms. 
This is desirable, or in fact almost ne- 
cessary, since there are always apt to 
be some disea-se-carrying tubers se- 
lected unknowingly.

SUGAR CROP OP HAWAII, 1916. 


The sugar production of Hav>'aii for- 
the year ending September .30. 191B, 
was about 592,763 tons, or 53,237 tons 
less than in the preceding year.

area harvested in 1.016,or 115,419 acres, 
was 2,219 more than in 191.''>; but in 
1916 a lower yield of cane per acre and 
a smaller average of sugar per ton of 
cane made the sugar crop of 1916 less 
than that of the preceding year. 


The total area in cane in 1916, or 
24 6,3 32 acres, was an increase of 6,5.^2 
acres over 1915. 
Of the total cane 
area, 115,419 acres, or 47 per cent, was 
harvested, and the remainder.

FEEDING BEES, 


Excessive and unneces-sary heat pro- 
duction and the death of colonies by 
starvation — a common occurrence — 
are closely connected.

In consequence if inadequate 
stores 
are provided for them 
they 
starve

The thrifty 
beekeeper will aim to save bees, not 
stores, and will therefore be liberal in 
his providing. 
If he really wants to 
save stores, however, he can do it by 
supplying insulation instead of stint- 
ing the bees. 


STRAWBERRY GROWING HAS MADE GREAT STRIDES 
SET THE INCUBATOR TO WORKING EARLY 


Probably No Branch of Horticulture Has Developed More Strikingly During the Past Twenty- 


five Years Than the Raising of Strawberries. 


Tn the growing of the strawberry we 
have the queen of fruits, none ex- 
cepted. 
And 
in 
calling 
them 
the 
queen of fruits, we think it safe in 
also adding that they are the earliest 
of fruits, ripening their large crop of 
fine dark red colored berries from ten 
to fifteen days earlier than any other 
kind of fruit grown. 
The strawberry 
can be grown in any part of 
the 
United 
States or Canada, 
and 
will 
thrive anywhere if suflScient water is 
had. 
And in case you haven't a plenty 
of rain, you can turn water on them 
from your well or water ditch, if in 
the dry parts of the United States. We 
have found that they will bear as well 
this way as where we have plenty of 
rain; the main thing is to keep the 
ground good and moist. 
There are 
around two hundred varieties of the 
strawberry grown now. to about twen- 
ty varieties in 1880, but you need not 
expect a good berry from all these 
varieties, as many of the two hundred 
are not worth planting, and I feel 
safe in saying that forty fo fifty varie- 
ties will catch the most 
promising 
sorts, out of this vast number. 


The soil and location best adapted 
to strawberry culture will vary some- 
what in different sections. 
In a gen- 
eral way we have said that any soil 
that would grow good crops of corn 
or potatoes would grow good straw- 
.^erries, and while this seems to be a 


i>retty 
safe rule, it is also true that in 
order to grow them to the best ad- 
vantage it is necessary to have the soil

especially adapted. 
One of the first 
requisites 
of 
the 
ripening 
fruit 
is 
moisture, and care should be taken 
that this is provided. 
Hence a very 
dry or loose, sandy soil would not be a 
safe location, although in moist sea- 
sons a fair crop might be harvested. 
Neither 
Is a stiff clay adapted 
to 
strawberry growth, as very early In 
season it c-annot be worked without 
becoming cloddy, and late is apt to 
bake, and the plants will suffer more 
than on sandy soil. 
It would seem 
that a sandy loam or loam with slight 
mixture of clay should. If properly 
handled, give the best results. 


Having chosen a soil retentive of 
moisture, it next becomes necessary to 
prepare for proper drainage in case 
of excessive rainfall^ unless the natural 
lay of the land is such that no water 
will stand 
upon the surface. 
Tile 
drains are the only practical ones to 
use. 
Open ditches will, perhaps, an- 
swer this purpose, but are unsatisfac- 
tory in many ways. 


In planning your strawberry field 
care should be taken to avoid frosty 


locations, such as very low land near 
marshes or lakes, also- valleys where 
there Is no chance for circulation of 
air, as these localities are very liable 
to heavy frosts, when higher land or 
that more open to circulation would 
show little, if any. 
A hard frost at 
blossoming time often ruins the entire 
crop. 


The best land one can use is a clover 
field. 
After plowing fertilize with a 
mixture of three pounds of nitrogen, 
seven pounds of phosphoric acid and 
nixie pounds of potash, using about 
eight hundred pounds to the acre. 


After about two or three crops the 
land should be plowed up and after 
one or two clover crops reset. 


Just to find out what varieties of 
strawberries are best adapted to one's 
particular soil or climate, it is well to 
visit neighboring farmers of that local- 
ity. and determine by their experience; 
or, a limited number of plants can be 
tried. 
Setting poor plants will often 
bring failure. 
It should be a rule 
never to purchase 
any 
but 
strong, 
hardy, vigorous plants. 


On an acre of rich, cultivated land, 
a crop of strawberries can be grown 
that will net $500; an acre of such 
land should produce at the rate of 200 
bushels to the acre.—J. A. Bauer.

With settings timed properly the chicks 
will hatch in ample time to allow their 
maturity before cold weather.

The setting schedule outlined also 
will permit the development of early 
spring "friers." The young chicks will 
be developed to the point where they 
may be turned out on the ground by 
the time vegetation is out. and

may augment their feed with green 
stuff. 
The smaller breeds of chickens 
can be hatched later than those which 
are larger and slower to develop. 


Using An Incabator. 


The suggested schedule can be fol- 
lowed exactly if an incubator is used. 
The machine should be operated in a 
warm room, preferably a cellar, as a 
protection against outside temperature 
changes. 
It 
should 
be 
disinfected 
thoroughly before being used, with a 
solution of a reliable coal-tar disin- - 
fectant. 
Instead of using such a solu- 
tion a small receptacle containing oiie- 
half ounce of permanganate of potash 
on which one-half ounce of formalin 
has been poured may be shut up in the 
incubator. 
The 
resulting 
gas 
will 
thoroughly 
disinfect 
the 
machine. 
After disinfection the incubator should 
be run empty for several days to get 
it 
into 
good 
operating 
condition. 
After the eggs are in place the tem- 
perature 
shoiild 
be 
held 
at 
from 
101%° to 102° F. the first week, 10,2' 
to 103° the second week, and at 103* 
the third week. 


The eggs usually are turned for tha 
first time at the end of the second 
day and twice dally through the eigh- 
teenth or nineteeiWh day. 
The eggs 
are cooled outside the hatching cham- 
ber once dally after the seventh and 
up to the nineteenth day. 
Moistnre 
should be furnished in artificial inca- 
bation in the south, in high altitudes, 
and when the incubator room is dry. 
This may be done by sprinkling tha 
eggs with warm water or by placing a 
wet sponge or pan of water under the 
egg tray. 


I>uring the hatching period carefully 
fill the lamp and trim the wick each 
day. 
It is best to trim the wick by 
scraping off the burnt portion rather 
than by cutting the wick. 
The lamp 
should not be filled entirely. 
After 
the lamp is filled it should be closely 
observed for a time to make sure that 
the flame does not get too high.

A m o n t h a f t e r t h e battle of B u n k e r Hill, G e n e r a l P u t n a m dis- 
played a red flag w i t h t h e coat of a r m s of Connecticut.

New York, April 7.—Every woman in j 
few York who can run a typewriter,! 
wind a bandage, use a sewing machine, 
cook, dig in a garden, run errands, drive 
a motor, do office work, tend to tele- 
>hone, or perform any one of a thou- 
land and one services that will bo re- j 
quired in the army and navy auxiliary j 
services in war, has been invited by t'«e i 
woman suffrage party of New York to | 
enroll herself for service in case of need.: 


Every woman who has a motor car 


she -wants to donate (for even a few 
hours a day or week); every woman 
with a town or country house, a vacant 
lot, or some farm land, or who possesses 
a typewriter, sewing machine, tools, fur- 
niture, or other articles that may be 
used in the auxiliary army and navy 
service, can register these articles for 
donation. 


The fire headquarters of the worann 


suffrage party in the five New York 
boroughs, with all sub-headquarters in 
each precinct and district, have been 
thrown open for enrollment, and hun- 
dreds of women appeared the first da/ 
to sign the enrollment cards, and offer 
services and resources to Undo Sam. 


"We are enrolling suffragists and non- 


suffmgists," said Mrs. F. Lewis Shale, 
chairman of tho enrollment committee, 
at the main headquarters of the party, 
48 East Thirty-fourth street, today. 
"The 
work has nothing to do with suf- 


frage, and we are not using suffraga 
money to carry on the campaign. In- 
terested women have donated the funds 
necessary to carry on enrollment work, 
and additional workers and office space 
have been engaged for the purpose. 


"We do not want to duplicate the work 


of other organizations, and as fast as 
enrollments are made, we turn over the 
information collected to organizations 
directly concerned. Those applying to 
do nursing work, for instance, we turn 
over to the Red Gross." 


Although the work was planned only 


two weeks ago, and announcement came 
March 22, the progress has been remark- 
able. The principal value of tho work, 
it was explained, is to have on file il 
data about women available for various 
kinds of work, nnd resources available 
which can be instantly mobilized in caso 
of need. The aim is a classified rccott 
of women who can serve, showing tli-» 
hours they can serve, how they can be 
reached in emergency, what training they 
have had, and other such details.

War's Big Sinews in the Soil 


Without boasting of it—for wealth is but a vulgar boast—it is to 


be said of truth that the United States of America is the richest nation 
the world has ever known. The country is rolling in wealth, burst- 
ing 'with its material possessions. All this is at the command of the 
government in war. Under the war power given him by the consti- 
tution there is not. much that the president may not do. What is not 
in the powers delegated to him congress possesses. Railways may be 
seized, industry commandeered, men eonsuripted and wealth taxed to 
virtual confiscation. But there is one thing us essential to Avar as 
cither man-power or a strong bos. That is food, and neither congress 
nor tho president—not .even both of them together—can make the 
American Irusbandman produce greater food crops. 


The human race today is facing the serious situation oC a world- 


wide shortage of food. The whole globe round there were poor har- 
vests of almost every sort last year. The stocks oE foodstuffs, accord- 
ing to experts who make a business of knowing, are well-nigh exhaust- 
ed, and.no doubt would be speedily, if distribution wore not interfered 
with and in some instances prevented by conditions arising from the 
war. The cry from all over the world to the farmers all over the world 
is to produce more this year. It is felt that the world will have to 
make the best of a half-filled belly if there should be experienced the 
not impossible contingency of a second year of subnormal crops. 


The United States is now at war. How long it will last, and to 


what stress the country will be brought no one can say. But in any 
.event the nation can have no better hostage for victory than an abun- 
dance of food. The government can procure all the funds it may need, 
all the men it may require and all the ordnance and munitions it may 
be forced to obtain by exercise of its war powers. These are mere prob- 
lems of authority and efficiency. It cannot make more food grow un- 
less the great agricultural industry of the country choose to heed the 
government's urgencies. And those urgencies now find voice—ear- 
nest and far-reaching voice. The farmers are begged this year to 
strain themselves to the production of the greatest harvests ever 
known in this land of plenty. No farmer should ignore that call of 
his government. The raising of abundant and more than abundant 
crops this year is a paramount measure of defense with the nation at 
war. 


Every family that has a plot of soil large enough to produce 


something that can be eaten will be rendering patriotic service to the 
nation by making that soil produce. That will help the government 
and will aid to keep from the shoulders of the people one of the worst 
burdens of war—scarcity of food and prices that a great bulk of the 
people will be acutely distressed to meet. . Millions who may not be 
able to render a more direct service to the government in this war can 
render an almost priceless service in this way.

Mr. Baumgartncr will join her 


Charles Doctor Loses Life in 


Attempting to Escape 


from Burning House. 


(Special to The Sentinel) 


Antwerp, Ohio, 
April 7.—Charles 


Doctor, 48, farmer residing near here, 
was burned to deatn early yesterday 
morning in attempting to escape from 
his burning home. 


The family, consisting of himself 


and four children, slept upstairs, and 
on being aroused in some • way,. Mr. 
Doctor started down the stairway, fol- 
lowed by the children. 
On opening; 


the stair door into the room below. It 
is thought, he was overcome by the 
smoke and Intense heat and fell, the 
children hearing his fall, and realiz- 
ing they could -not escape by going 
down stairs, ran back, and throwing 
a mattress and some bed clothing on 
to the ground from the upstairs win- 
dow, 
they then Jumped and escaped. 


The house was by this time enveloped 
in flames. The neighbors were aroused 
but were unable to do much until the 
flames subsided. Then efforts were at 
once made to recover the body of Mr. 
Doctor, and after quite an effort, mid 
the heat and smoke, it was reached 
and pulled from the yet burning 
debris, badly mutilated. Both legs were 
burned off, one below and the other 
above the knee, and the rest of the 
body so badly burned as to be hardly 
recognizable as those of a human be- 
ing. 


The remains of the body were

rooms here, where it was prepared for 
burial.

prosperous 
farmers,

about three miles southwest of this 
place, and this horrible calamity has 
created a great deal of excitement and

only parent, their 


mother having died several years ago, 
as well as a son, when an epidemic of 
typhoid fever 
ravaged 
the family.

Details of that sort of a bond issue

But moral issues are pretty lonesome 


•when the 'returns ar» read on election 
nigbt unless tbey have taken into part- 
nership convincing economic issues.

They fought it in the 


schools, itt the newspapers, and in tht 
magazines. 


That helped, but the real impetus tj 


the successful state campaigns of thy 
last six years was given by American 
industry in its search for mental and 
physical efficiency. 


Dollars-and-Cents, 
looking 
around 


eagerly, as always, to make more dol- 
lars and cents, decided that prohibitio i 
was worth backing as a money-making 
game. 


Hence, prohibition now controls eightr- 


five per cent of the area of the United 
States and sixty per cent of its popula- 
tion. 


Benjamin Franklin formulated nearh- 


two hundred years ago the industrial 
objection to alcohol. He discovered, when 
I working in a London print shop in 172.">. 


',hat as a cold-water drinker lie coull 
tarry twice as heavy a weight up and 
ilowii stairs as could his companions who 
drank heavy English beer. 


Lansing, the capital of Michigan, prob- 


lably had great weigh* In carrying tlitr 
•state of Michigan for prohibition in the 
llast election, and with it the very wet 
' city of Detroit, now the biggest "dry" 
city in this country. Prohibition won 
in Lansing, which is a large manufactur- 
ing town, in 1910, on a campaign for 
morals and economics. Lansing's busi- 
ness men didn't like it, so two years later 
Lansing went "wet" again. 
And two 


years after that it went "dry." not on 
morals, but on statistics. 


One butcher in Lansing summarized 


the business attitude toward prohibi- 
tion by stating that when the town was 
"dry" he could collect his back bills, and 
when it was "wet" ho couldn't. 


R. H. Scott, general manager of the 


big Keo Motor company, had figures 
showing that the efficiency of his factory 
WHS at least 10 per cent higher "dry*' 
than "wet." 


The general manager of the Nbvo En- 


gine company, who kept very careful 
shop figures, found that the cost of mak- 
ing gas engines in the Novo shops wns 
reduced 70 cents per horsepower for no 
other reason than "dryncss," which in- 
creased the energy and efficiency of his 
m.n.

"American railroads," says the Rail- 


road Hazel te, "have become one of the 


greatest and most effective temperance 
organizations in existence." It is esti- 
mated that two million railroad em- 
ployes are living under the strictest pro- 
hibitory regulations. 


Twenty-live years ago American rail- 


road management was not alert to the 
dangers of drinking. 


Thorough campaigns against drinking 


on the part of their employes are now 
conducted by such big corporations as 
the American Steel & Wire company, the 
Carnegie fjteel company, the American 
Tin Plate company, the American Bridge 
company, tlic American Manganese Steel 
company, and the American Car & Foun- 
dry company. 


The familiar type of workmen in these 


industries who used to "rush the can" 
six or eight years ago Is no longer toler- 
ated. 
Stieh a man must cither reform 


or lose his job. 


The Philadelphia Quartz 
company, 


with large plants in Pennsylvania, New 
York and Indiana has another plan. 
It 


divides its employes into three types: 
excessive drinkers, moderate, drinkers and 
abstainers. Years of experience proved 
to them that the non-alcoholized work- 
men gave the greatest value for the 
wages they paid. The company did not 
discharge its drinking men, but it issued 
an order giving 10 per cent increase in 
wages to total abstainers, and experi- 
ence has proved to them that the non- 
drinker is worth his larger wage. 


These stinging placard indictments of 


rum are plainly dollars-and-cents cry 
for more dollars and cents, primarily for 
the capitalist. 
But as large numbers 


of successful manufacturing companies 
all over the United States have, within 
the past six months, given bonuses and 
wage increases to their employes, we 
an? inclined to suspect that there is more 
of a partnership in profits between capi- 
tal and labor than g. me of our socialist 
friends would admit. 


There is another reason, quite as pow 


erful—workmen's compensation. The so- 
cial and economic movement that has 
caused many large industrial states to 
pass laws making employers financially 
responsible for 
injuries to 
employes 


didn't start as temperance reform. By 
necessity, however, it lias developed into 
a powerful assault on rum. 


The modern factory is a complex .ma- 


chinery organization that calls for speed 
and'physical and mental alertness. The 
ulcohulizcd machine operator whose hand 
moves in the wrong direction may lose 
it—and under the workmen's compensa- 
tion net, the employer must pay for it. 
The wise employer today knows that al- 
cohol decreases a man's power of percep- 
tion and dulls proper co-ordination ••( 
mind and muscle; nnd if he doesn't know 
it. Cierman manufacturers can supply 
him with a mass of statistics showing 
the part that ulrohol play» in shop ac- 
cidents. 


And «> nlong with all sort? of new mc- 


cliunicul HHfety devieis to prevent the 
maiming of factory workers has come 
prohibition, preached by the employer— 
nut as a moral issue, but because he has 
to pay the bills.

Children Imitate the slovenly

The lisping child Is unable to pro- 


nounce certain letters or combina- 
tions of letters. 
It omits, changes 


and slurs over sounds. Lisping may 
range all the way from a slight slur- 
ring to complicated omissions and 
substitutions which may even be mis-., 
taken for an entirly new tongue.

Among the causes of lisping, In ad-» 


dition to the wrong- speech model ol£ 
parents, are weakness or faulty de^ 
velopment of the speech organs andi 
abnormal teeth, lips, tongue, jaw or* 
palate.

We Canadians 
now feel that our American family has 
been reunited. This will mean won- 
ders for the future relationship of 
Canada and America. Wo feel more 
like brothers than ever before." 


\V»nt America In Front Soon. 


There 'was much speculation along 


the front as to the manner of Ameri- 
can participation and almost univer- 
sal wish that the United States should 
bo represented on trio lighting lino at 
the earliest possible moment it only by 
a brigade or division. 
Mingled with 


tho universal desire that the war 
should soon he ended was the gener- 
ally expressed hope that it would last 
long enough to give the Americans a 
chnnco at tho Germans. 


Apart from tho military view tho 


soldiers keenly appreciated the moral 
weight ot America's decision. "Wo 
know how delighted we are and can- 
not help feeling that the news will 
equally depress the Germans," was the 
expression, not of one British officer 
but of scores. 
Some ot the British 


officers reiterated the view expressed 
to the correspondent when diplomatic 
relations were severed, that American 
participation might first consist of the 
bending of special detachments, such 
as aviators, machine gun sections and 
batteries of artillery. 


Under Their Own Flag. 


While the Canadians aro loath to 


lose the service of any of the thousands 
of Americans in their ranks it was 
stated at headquarters toduy that it 
was realized that with an American 
force In the Held, many of these splen- 
did soldiers would desiro to be released 
so as to servo under their own nag. 
Their long training and 
experience 


under most desperate battle conditions 
would prove an invaluable aid, 'It was 
conceded, to an American expedition- 
ary corps*

USE OF TOBACCO 


ISTew York. April 
7.—A 
protest 


against the provision in the Chamber- 
lain bill prohibiting the sale and use of 
tobacco by the army and navy at places 
used for training purposes was sent 
to members ot congress today by the 
Tobacco Merchants' Association ot the 
United States. 
The association de- 


clared that this provision is in "amaz- 
ing contrast with the policy followed 
by tho belligerent nations of Europe of 
not only encouraging th« use of tobac- 
co by tho men in tho trenches, but of 
actually supplying them with tobacco 
as part of their daily rations. 


"Wo respectfully submit," tho pro- 


test continues, "that the enactment of 
such law, besides inflicting a serious 
blow on the entire tobacco industry, 
would be most harmful to thp moral 
of the military and naval service of 
tho country. Actual experience of tho 
existing war has demonstrated beyond 
doubt that tobacco Is an absolute ne- 
cessity to the men in tho trenches."

:he geese are collected from general 
arms, usually over a large area, and 
are fattened for several weeks before 
being killed. 


Geeso can be raised in small mrm- 


bers successfully and at a profit on 
farms where there is low rough pas- 
ture land with s. natural supply of 


ater. Pasturage, is essential to their 


.uccess. 
Geese are generally quite 


free from disease and all insect pests, 
but occasionally are affected by the 
disease common to poultry. 
Grass 


makes up the bulk of the feed for 
geese, and it is doubtful whether It 
pays to raise them unless good grass 
range is available. A body of water 
where they can swim is considered 
essential during the breeding season 
and is a good feature during the rest 
of the year. The market for geese Is 
not so general as for chickens. This 
should be considered in undertaking 
the raising of geese. The demand and 
the price paid for geese are usually 
good in sections where goose fattening 
is conducted on a large scale. Many 
geese are kept in the South for the 
production of feathers rather than for 
their flesh, but the demand for their 
feathers is not so good as It has been, 
making the business less profitable. 
Wherever possible, the geese on a 
farm should have free range. Many 
farmers in the South keep them to 
kill the woods in the cotton fields. 


Houses. 


Except in winter or daring stormy 


weather, when some protection should 
be provided, mature geese do not usu- 
ally need a house. Some kind of shel- 
ter, such as a shed open on the south, 
side, a poultry house, or a barn is 
usually provided by breeders In the

Selecting and Mating. 


Geese, like other kinds of poultry, 


should be selected for size, prolificacy, 
and vitality. They should be mated 
several months prior to the breeding 
season to obtain the best- revolts; 
therefore breeding stock should be 
bought Jn tho fan. Goose mattngs 
are not changed from.year to year 
unless the results are unsatisfactory. 
A gander may be mated wjth from one 
to four geese, but pair or Mo matlngs 
usually give the best results.

However, 
its dark plnfeathers make it a slightly 
less attractive market goose than the 
Embden. These geese are very mas- 
sive 
The 
color; head, neck and back of dark 
gray; breast light gray, *but descend- 
ing lighter till beyond the legs and 
tail they are a pure white. This com- 
bination of colors presents a very at- 
tractive appearance. -They live to a 
good old age and are easy keepers. 


The Embden, a large white goose. 


slightly smaller and with somewhat 
longer legs than the Toulouse, is only 
a fair layer and is usually less pro- 
lific than the Toulouse. This breed 


as white pinfeathers. Is a rapid 
rower, and matures early. 
They 


make good mothers and are not given 
o roaming. 


The African, a gray goose with a 
istinct brown shade, about the size of 
he Embden. is a good layer and makes 
a good market goose, although it has 
he objectionable dark pinfcathers. It 
is a rapid grower and matures early. 


There are two standard varieties of 


Chinese geese, the Brown and the 
White. 
Both varieties mature early 


and are said to be prolific layers anil 
rapid growers, but shy and rather 
difficult to handle. 


The White Chinese, although not so 


common as the larger varieties, are 
among the best 
The small size ap- 


peals to housewives with medium 
sized families, to whom a large goose 
would be not only a great expense but 
something of a problem as well. A 
Chinese goose when fattened for mar- 
ket will usually weigh about fifteen 
pounds, although they can be made 
to weigh twice as much. The feathers 
should be carefully washed and dried.

SET THE INCUBATOR TO WORKING EARLY 


Probably No Branch of Horticulture Has Developed More Strikingly Daring the Past Twenty- 


five Years Than the Raising of Strawberries. 


line Adjustment for Hitches. 


CIiEAN SEED MAKES BETTER 


POTATOES. 


The first step hi preparing for a 


potato crop is to obtain good seed 
of standard market varieties. Prices 
for well known varieties are better 
than for the unknown ones, and it is 
easier to secure good seed when stan- 
dard varieties are planted. If home 
grown seed is used, it should be select- 
ed when the crop is harvested so as to 
make sure not only of having the most 
desirable tubers bnt also those from 
the best hills. Always reject any 
diseased potatoes when selecting seed 
for they will not only produce a poor 
crop but will infect the soil with 
disease and endanger the whole crop. 


As a further precaution seed pota- 


toes should be treated with either 
formaldehyde of eorrosive sublimate 
to destroy any disease organisms. 
This Is desirable, or in fact almost ne- 
cessary, since there are always apt to 
be some disease-carrying tubers se- 
lected unknowingly. 


SUGAR CROP OF HAWAII, 1918. 


The sugar production of Hawaii for 


the year ending September 30, 1S16, 
was about BD2.763 tons, or 53,237 tons 
less than in the preceding year. The 
area harvested in 1916,or 116,419 acres, 
was 2.2T9 more than in 1315; but in 
1916 a lower yield of cane per acre and 
a smaller average of sugar per ton of 
cane made the sugar crop of 191C less 
than that of the preceding year. 


The total area in cane in 191S, or 


246,332 acres, wf|s an increase of G'.522 
acres o'ver 1915. Of the total cane 
area, 115,4.19 acres, or 47 per cent, was 
harvested, and the remainder. 130,913 
acres was lett for the next year's 
grinding. 


In the growing of the strawberry we 


have the cpieen of fruits, none gat- 
ccptcd. 
And In calling them the 


queen ot fruits, we think It safe in 
also adding that they are the earnest 
of fruits, ripening their large crop of 
One dark red colored berries from ten 
to fifteen days earlier than any other 
kind of fruit grown. The atrawbeny 
can bo grown in any part of the 
United States or Canada, and •will 
thrive anywhere If sufficient water is 
had. And in case you haven't a plenty 
of rain, you can turn water on them 
from your well or water ditch, if in 
the dry parts of the United States. Wo 
have found that they -will bear as well 
this way as where we have plenty of 
rain; the main thing is to keep the 
ground good and moist. 
There are 


around two hundred'varieties of the 
strawberry grown now, to about twen- 
ty varieties in 1880. but you need not 
expect a good berry from all these 
varieties, as many of the two hundred 
are not worth planting, and I feel 
safe in saying that forty to fifty varie- 
ties will catch the most promising 
sorts, out of this vast number. 


The soil and location best adapted 


to strawberry culture will vary some- 
what In different sections. In a gen- 
eral way we have said that any soil 
that would grow good crops of corn 
or potatoes would grow good straw- 
berries, and while this seems to be a 
pretty safe rule. It is also true that In 
order to grow them to the best ad- 
vantage it Is necessary to have the soil

moisture, and care should be taken 
that this is provided. Hence a very 
dry or loose, sandy soil would not be a 
safe location, although in moist sea 
sons a fair crop might be harvested 
Neither Is a stiff clay adapted t 
strawberry growth, as very early in 
season It caivnot be worked withou 
becoming' cloddy, and late Is apt 
bake, and the plants will suffer more 
than on sandy soil. 
It wonld seem 


that a sanfly loam or loam with slight 
mixture of clay should, if properly 
handled, give the best results. 


Having chosen a soil retentive of 


moisture, it next becomes necessary to 
prepare for proper drainage in case 
of excessive rainfall, unless the natural 
lay of the land is such that no water 
will stand upon the surface. 
Tile 


drains are the only practical ones to 
use; 
Open ditches will, perhaps, an- 


swer this purpose, but are unsatisfac- 
tory In many ways. 


In planning your strawberry field 


care should be taken to avoid frosty 


oeatlon*. gnch os very low land near 
marshes or lakes, also valleys where 
there Is no chance for circulation of 
air, as these localities are very liable 
o heavy frosts, when higher land or 
that more open to circulation would 
•bow little. If any. A hard frost at 
>lossomlng time often ruins the entire 
crop. 


The best land one can use Is a clover 


field. 
After plowing fertilize with a 


mixture of three pounds of nitrogen, 
seven pounds of phosphoric acid and 
nine pounds of potash, using about 
eight hundred pounds to the acre. 


After about two or three crops the 


land should be plowed up and after 
one or two clover crops reset. 


Just to find out what varieties of 


strawberries are best adapted to one's 
particular soil or climate, it Is well to 
visit neighboring farmers of that local- 
ity, and determine by their experience; 
or, a limited number of plants can bn 
tried. Setting poor plants will often 
bring failure. 
It should b« a rule 


never to purchase any but strong, 
hardy, vigorous plants. 


On an acre of rich, cultivated land, 


a crop of strawberries can be grown 
that wffl net $500; an acre of such 
land should produce at the rate of 200 
bushels to the acre.—J. -A. Bauer.

OWN A FLAG I 


Here arc the correct ways to display 


the United States flag: 


The flag should be raised at sunrise, 


or after, never before. 


The flag must be lowered at sunset. 


It is a mark of disrespect to fly the 
flag through the night. 


When tho flair is hung against a 


wall, the blue field should be in the 
upper left hand corner if the stripes 
are horizontal, or in the upper right 
hand corner if the stripes are perpen- 
dicular. 


Bunting, for decoration, should he 


placed with the red at the top. white 
below and blue at the bottom. 


A flag used as a street banner, should 


lie hung across the street at an equal 
distance between curbs. 


United States laws forbid the use of 


the nag in registered trademarks or 
for advertising purposes. 


In no case should the flag be allowed 
to touch the ground. 


A flag reversed, with tho blue field 


down, is a sign of distress. 


To display the flag at half mast, in 


rase of national mourning or other 
calamity, the proper way is to raise 
it to the top then lower it a little. Be- 
fore it is lowered, it is proper to raise 
the flag first to the top. 


On the death of a president, the flag 


should be displayed only one day at 
half mast, according to regulation. 


The flag is at half mast only half 


a day on Memorial day. 
At midday, 


tho flag is raised to the top of the staff 
where it remains until sunset. 


June 
14. the anniversary of tho 


adoption of the flag. Is Klag day. 


THE HISTORY OF OLD GLORY 


Old Glory, as we know it. is the result of many changes. In the 


early days of the revolution there were almost as many standards as 
there were commanders. 
Every man who raised a regiment of col- 


onists seems to have designed a flag of his own fancy. 


Most of these ancestors of the "Stars and Stripes" were copied 


upon the arms of the colony from which the revolutionary soldiers 
came. A month after the battle of Bunker Hill, General Putnam dis- 
played a red flag with the coat or arms of Connecticut. 


Many of the revolutionary privateers adopted a flag bearing a 


mailed fist grasping thirteen arrows. At Cambridge, 177(1. Washing- 
ton flew a flag with the thirteen red and white stripes, such as the flag 
bears today, but with a reproduction of the British unio.i jack in the 
place now occupied by the ble field and stars. 


The most famous of all the continental flags, however, was the 


rattlesnake banner with the motto. "Don't tread on me:" This was 
carried in many parts of the country. 


Congress adopted a resolution June 4, 1777, stating: 
"That the 


flag of the thirteen United States be thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white: that the union be thirteen stars, white in a blue field, represent- 
ing the new constellation." The design may have been Inspired by 
tho Washington coat of arms which had both stars and stripes. 


It was apparently the intention to add both a atrip* and a star 


for every new state admitted, but in 181S the number of states had 
increased to twenty and the flag was rapidly getting out of shape. 
Congress altered the design to the style we now nse.
